DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed May 1 3, 201 1 . 
Claims 22-34 are pending in this case. Claims 22, 25, and 27 are currently amended. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a 
decision on the appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on May 13, 201 1 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 22-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Regarding the claimed terms, Applicant is reminded that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 

1 340, 62 USPQ2d 1 1 51 , 1 1 54 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1 -59 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 
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6. The cited references, Sampson (6,429,524), Blakley (5,832,21 1 ), and Mehring 
(6,609,1 1 5) disclose as previously discussed. 

7. The references, alone, or in combination, however, do not teach at least, 
intercepting a request from a user to access information protected by the target user 
authenticator, promoting by the servlet interceptor the identification from the user, 
monitoring by password capture process the source user authenticator for an approval 
response, detecting by the password capture process the approval response from the 
course user authenticator, and capturing by the password capture process, the user 
authentication data provided to the source user authenticator by the user. Neither are 
the said features likely to be found in a reasonable number of references. 

8. For these reasons, independent claim 22 and its dependent claims 23-34 are 
deemed allowable.
